New Varieties Eliminate Late | 
Leafing Caused By Too | 
Warm Winters 


Southern California Peach | 
rowers can expect a light crop | 
this year because of the late- 
leafing tendencies of the vari- 
eties being grown. The peach 
varieties now planted in this part 
of the state are not sub-tropical 
enough to bear a good crop un- 
less the mean temperature dur- 
ing the winter stays below 50 
degrees for a prolonged period 
of time. Without the usual cold 
spell which breaks the rest period 
of the trees they fail to resume 
active growth until too late in 
the season. In many cases the 
‘blossoms have appeared and set 





fruit, but there is little or no} 


sign of leafing. 

These conditions are extremely 
serious to the peach industry 
and can be overcome only by 
obtaining new varieties not sub- 
ject to delayed foliation. After 
seven years of patient experi- 
mentation with artificial cross- 
pollination and hybridization, 
scientists in the agricultural de- 
partment at Chaffey junior col- 
leza have produced 160 new 
peach varities. Practically all of 
tiese new hybrids are early leaf- 
ing. Many of them are too young 
to produce fruit, but thoge that 
have are highly encouraging. 

A number of types, any of 
which may prove as yaluable as 
the Babcock variety that is now 
being distributed, have been de- 
veloped. One fruit in particular, 
a cling used for canning, has 
shown excellent results and will 
doubtlessly aid the industry. Mr.
